took a (mall Bit of P4oſphorus,-a' Quarter of 


an Inch long, which has lain by me theſe 
ten Years ; and having nothing at Hand 
convenient for holding it, I roll'd it up in a 
ſmall Piece of white Paper ; and applying'it 
to the excited Tube, it immediately took 
Fire, emitting a conſiderable Quantity of 
Flame and Smoak : After ſome Time I 
quench'd it, by dipping it into Water, which- 
was ready for that Purpoſe z and taking it 
out again, without ſtaying any longer than to 
be ſatisfied it was not on Fire, I apply'd it 
as before, when it ſuddenly took Fire, as 
at firſt : This I repeated in the ſame Man- 
ner, for ſix or ſeven Times; with the like- 
Effect; tho* the Phoſphorus could not be 
drained of the Water, eſpecially as the Pa- 
per about it was wet. 8 

The Room in which I made the Trial 


was not abſolutely dark, having à dull a 


Fire (tho* without any Candle: ) The Tube 
I uſe is about two Feet and an half long, 
the Diameter of the Bore nearly one Inch, 


the Thickneſs about one Eighth of an Inch, 


hermetically ſealed at one End (which Sort 
are, by the way, moſt convenient for tub- 
bing :) The Phoſphorus was held generally 
ahout five Inches from the Tube; but once 
or twice bringing it nearer, I could per- 
ceive a continued Ray of Light ſrom the 
Tube to the Phoſphorus. Some Occaſions 
calling me away in the Midſt, I could not 
be more accurate; but I would not omit 
to tell you one Obſervation I made,

in Circumſtances to make a Deſcent, which 
had the defign'd Effect. The Army de- 
camp'd on a ſudden, and made forced 
Marches to get into Town again ; fo that 
all Apprehenſions of an Attack are over at 
Fort St, David's for the preſent.

Enemy driven from the ſeveral Poſts. round 
Soſpello ; but as their Force in that Town 
was very conſiderable, which enabled them 
to ſend continual Succours to their Poſts 
thas gave Way; and as the Night began to 
fall, the Advantages already gained could 


be puſhed no farther. To keep up a Con- 
cert of Operations, his Majeſty detached 
the ſame Day Brigadier Martini with 600 


Men of our Troops, and 400 Auſtrians, to 
Bevera z from whence he took Poſſeſſion of 
the Poſts of Strafulco, and the Caſſinet of 
Bogiioni. The 5th'in the Morning, the 
Enemy ſeeing Marquis Balbian's Corps reat! 
to attack Soſpello, abandoned the Place with 
Precipitation, as well as Caftellar and Caſ- 
tiglione'; and retired to Pegl:a, to the Num- 
ber of 14 Battalions. We loſt on this Oc- 
cafion but à few Men, and three Officers 
wounded; but the Enemy very conſidera- 
bly. In the mean Time, Chevalier Mar- 
tini ſent a Detachment of 400 Men, under 
the Colonel Count de la Torr, an Auftrian 
Lieutenant, Colonel, and Major Galegn, to 
attack the Poſts about Monte Marioca, 
where the Enemy had roco Men very ad- 
vantageouſly poſted ; -who, notwithſtand- 
ing the Superiority of their Number, were 
driven from Rock to Rock, to the very 
Foot of the-Caftle of Vertimiglia, with the 
Loſs of ſeveral killed and wounded, and 
ſome Priſoners, amongſt which is one 
French Officer. On our Side we loſt 47 
Men, but no Officer. | 
_ Upon the firſt Rumour of theſe Succeſ- 
ſes, the French Gariſon of Pentiniglia, and 
the Brigade of Burgundy, that was en- 
camped near the Place, retired in great 
Haſte, and abandoned the Town, from 
whence Deputies inamediately brought the 
Keys to the King. General Gorani, who 
was the neareſt at hand, marched into Ven- 
timiglia with 4 Auſtrian Battalions, 10 
Companies of our Grenadiers, and x00 
Carabineers, and placed a Guard of 60 
Grenadiers, and 20 Carabineers without 
the Town, to check the Gariſon of 300 
French that were in the Caſtle, from 
whence they fired briſkly the whole Day 
upon our People. The fame Day M. Mar- 
eini's was reinforced with 14 Com- 
panies of Grenachers; by which be was 
enabled to puſh 6 Companies of Grena- 
diets at Layte, and thoſe of ſeveral other 
Poſts near Merton, In their Retreat, the 
2 blew up. Reccatagliatz, and the 
alſage of Back Roſs 3 and ſeeing that 
Marquis Balbira had detached à Corps to 
attack the Col. de Braun, they immediately 
abandoned it; by which Time their whole

A Battery of the Enemy's conſiſting of 
eight Pieces of Cannon and two Haubit- 
ters, Which, during the firſt Moments had F 
very much incommoded the Brigade ot 
Champagne, as well as our Cavalry, was ſoon 
diſmounted. Upon the fourth Diſcharge 
of our Cannon, our Troops began to move 
in the greateſt Order, and marched to the 
firſt Hedges, from whence the Brigade of 
Pitardy drove the Pandours, We were then 
upon the Edge of the Highway which leads

our whole Infantry, Upon the Right of al 
ſome Battalions had advanced beyond tie 
Hedges; which Motion, in itſelf too ha 
dy, render'd the Moment critical; for tit 
Enemy's Cavalry having rallied, as well a 
great Body of their Infantry, they advanc 
to make a new Attack upon the Villa 
This Body at firſt drove our Battalions bac 
to the Hedges, where they were protett 
by three other Battalions, who flankedt 
Line of the Enemy fo ſmartly, that's 
Infantry, not being able to ſuſtain the f 
both upon their Front and Flank, thous 
fit to retire, and appeared no more; 4 
our Cannon being brought up, and mai 
a continued Fire upon their Cavalry, ti 
were likewiſe chliged to quit the Field. 
Theſe Attacks and the Fire of our Ul 
non having ſorced the Troops of the Ent 
my's leſt Wing, to retire to above 6 
Yards Diſtance, we took Advantage offi 
Moment to advance our Cannon, am 
cauſe eight Battalions to march 200 Ys! 


yp into the Plain, without quitting the 
Support we had upon our Right, the Flank 
of which was cover'd by the Infantry. 
at the ſame Time we formed a ſecond 
Line in the Hedges; and while Roſen's Bri- 
e put itſelf in Order of Battle, upon the 
Right of the firſt Line, the Fire of our 
Artillery obliged the Enemy to move farther 
of, The firſt Line advanced a hundred 
yards, and the ſecond paſſed the Hedges, 
having at its Left the Brigade of St. Jal. 
During theſe Movements upon the Right, 
the Marſhal had made a Diſpoſition of 
three Columns, which were to attack the 
Villages of Liers, Varoux, and Raucoux. 
M. de Clermant Gallerand:, with the Bri- 
gades of Mailly, Bretagne. and Artois, was 
appointed to attack Liers; M. d' Heronville, 
with the Brigades of Montmorin, Nawarre, 
Royal, and Auvergne, was charged with the 
Attack of Yaroux ; and M. de Maubourgb 
was appointed to attack Raucoux,” with the 
Brigades of Orleans, Heauvoicis, Rowergne, 
and Des-Vaiſſeaux. Tho' theſe Diſpoſitions 
had been made early, the Attack, which 
ought to have begun upon the Leſt at the 
Village of Liers, was deferred for above 
two Hours. This Delay, and the Know- 
ledge the Marſhal had, that theſe Villages 
were provided with a numerous Infantry, 
made him reſolve to order the whole three 
Columns to attack the Villages of Raucoux 
| and Varoux, This Precaution was not un- 
val neceſſary, for the Enemy who had in- 
i trenched themſelvss behind the Hedges, 
made ſuch a vigorous Reſiſtance, that ſome 
per of our Battaliens were for a While in Suſ- 
pence, beſore they could carry theſe two 
al Villages.

| The Enemy began to recover from the 
e oF Diſorder, which had continued for a long 
Time among them. Their Cavalry had a- 
tn gain put themſelves in Order of Battle in 
hl fevera! Lines along the Cauſeway of Tongres, 
ty having Batteries and about four Battalions 
48 vpon their Right. Our Artillery had be- 
Ic come uſeleſs, becauſe of the too great Diſ- 
dance; ſo that there was no longer any At- 
tack upon our Right. At Four 0'Clock M. 
4 Armentieres advanced, with a Party of 
light Troops, very near to the Enemy's 
Line, who now ſeemed to have leſs Aſſu- 
rance in their Countenance. Theſe light 
Troops ſkirmiſhed with them for ſome 
Time, but the Plotons of the Enemy's In- 
fantry having obliged our Huf/ars to retire, 
my Cavalry made an Advance of ſome 
ards, 


At this Inſtant the Villages of Paroux G 


and Raucoum were forced, The Troops, 
animated by the Preſence of the Marſhal, 
who in the Midſt of the Fire was tranquil, 
made the greateſt Efforts for carrying theſe 
Villages. A Part of the Troops poſted

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therein were put to the Sword, and we 
made a great Number Priſoners. This bold 
Enterprize had led us to one oſ the moſt cum 
pleat Victories, if the Day had not herm ſo far 
ſpent. At Five o' Clock the Marſhal, at the 
Head of the Cavalry ef the right Wiog, 
enter*d the Enemy's Camp. The Village 
A Of Liert, which had not been attacked» ſo 


ſoon as intended, was abandoned by the E- 


nemy, who ſeeing themſelves obliged to give 
Way, withdrew from thence the greateſt 
Part of their Infantry, leaving only ſome 
Pickets, which were attacked and reduced 
by ten Battalions under the Command 
the Chevalier de Belleifle, 
The Marſhal had then his Right at the 
B Hill of Yoten, and extended over the whole 
Ground where the Enemy had been in- 
camped, upon whoſe Flank he marched, 
and purſued them as far as the Eminerices 
which lie between the Village of Liers and 
that of Milmont. During this Interval, the 
Count 4 Erres extended the Body under his 
Command towards the Eminences near the 
C Maes, having Yotem upon his Left, with 
Deſign to endeavour to cut off the Commu- 
tication between the Enemy und their 
Bridges. By our Detachments we were in- 
formed, that the Dutch Artillery was re- 
tiring by the Way of that Village with a 
lender Eſcort ; upon which the Huſſurt, 
Craſſins, and Morlieret were ordered to ſeize 
D it, which they did after putting the Eſcort 
to Flight. In this Village and along the 
Maes we took 22 Pieces of Cannon or Hau- 
bitzers, and about ſixty Artillery Waggons. 
The Advantage obtained in this Battle 
would have been more conſiderable, if all 
our Cavalry could have advanced te the 
Charge; but to the French Infantry this 
Teſtimony is due, that upon this Occafion 
E they gave the greateft Proofs of Valour, 
We may imagine what Efforts were neceſ- 
ſary to be made for forcing twelve Battali- 
ons, Engliſh, Hanoverians, and ans, 
who were the Flower of all the Infantry of 
the Allied Army, and poſted and iatrenched 
in Villages at the Head of their Line, which 
was protected by a numerous Artillery, &c.

How to preferrve Fruits a Year round, with 
ſeveral curious Philoſophical Obſervations, 
and Experiments, 0 


SIR, 

OU think it almoſt impoſſible to pre- 
ſerve Fruits a whole Year, without lo- 
ing any Thing of their Colour, Figure, 
aſts, or Savour : I ſuppoſe I have found 
Way that comes pretty near it, which 
you may try whenſoe ver you pleaſe. 

Take a Glaſs Veſſel, whoſe Mouth is large D 
nough to receive the Fruit, without hurt- 
git; dry it a little by the Fire, both to 
ariſy the inward Air, and to take away 
he Humidity that might be about the Sides 
the Glaſs: Then put in your Fruit, 
ich muſt be very ſound and clean, nei- 
her too green nor too ripe ; but take Care 
bove all, that it be not wet ; cover it 
ith a Stopple or Lid of Glaſs, and ſeal it E 
ermetically, melting the Brink of the Lid, 
the Lips of the Veſſel with the Flame 
a Candle, that they may be incorporated 
beether : Set this Veſſel in a Place neither 
do cold nor too hot, as a deep Cellar, 
boſe Air having but little Communica- 
n with the exterior Ai, may remain the 
hole Year almoſt in the ſame State : I fay, 
lat theſe Fruits ſhall be preſerved ſound, 
thou: receiving any ſenſible Alteration ; 
hich I prove thus: 

Glaſs is made of the Aſhes of a 1lant 
led So2de, and of Fearn, whoſe Particles 
of an irregular Figure, and contain 
any porous and ſpongious Salts ; which 
Ing expoſed to the utmoſt Activity of. the 
e, have their Corners broken, and their G 
all Superficies ſo poliſhed, that they may 
ch one another almoſt on all Sides. 
dwever, as the Ethereal Matter is cir- 
nfuſed every where, and in a continual 
December, 1746. 
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Agitation; and the fluid Particles of the 
melted Aſhes cannot refiſt the Motion of 
this Matter, fo it gets a free Paſſuge bea 
twixt-them, but ſo ſtreight, that neither 
the fineſt Corpuſcles of the Air, nor the 
ſmalleſt Atom of any Thing beſides irfelf; 
can paſs thro' theſe Pores. Thence it is 
that Glaſs is tranſparent, and withiFimpe- 
netrable to any other Bodies, but the ſmall 
Particles of Light. 9 

Thence likewiſe proceeds the Fragility 
of Glaſs: For as it is not compoſed of 
branched Particles, that are intwined to- 
gether, but only joined by their Super- 
ficies, and not ſo immediately neither, as 
to ſtop the Paſſage of the ZEthereal Mat- 
ter ; it plainly follows, that they muſt be 
liable to an eaſy Diviſion. This, however; 
does riot import, that any other Bodies be- 
ſides that Matter can paſs thro' the Pores 
of the Glaſs: For we know by daily Ex- 
perience, that the moſt reſined/ Spirits are 
lafely preſerved in Glaſs Veſſels, provided 
they be full and carefully topped. Nay; 
the moſt piercing Odours, as Oil of Am- 
ber, Elixir or Spirit of Sulphur, and of 
Horſe's Urine, included in a Bottle her- 
metically ſealed, do not ſenfibly tranſpire, 
how hard ſoever the Bottle be ſhaken, and 
the Liquor heated by that Motion. When 
you cut the Bark of a green Cedar Tree, 
there comes out a moſt Nrong and piercing 
Spirit in the Form of Smoak, which how- 
ever cannot penetrate thro*' the Pores of a 
Cryſtal Phial, extreamly thin, and ſealed 
with melted Glaſs, ſo far as to impart any 
Thing of its Smell to the Water in the 
Phial. Of Odours, thoſe that are continua 
ally emitted from the Bodies of living Crea- 
tures, are none of the weakeſt, as apperrs 
by the quick Smelling of Dogs; and yet 4 
Gentleman having put a Partridge into 2 
thin Glaſs Veſſel, which he cloſely ſtopped; 
and placed in a dark Corner of the Room, 
and having let out a Spaniel, which ran 
about a long while, neither the Dog not 
the Partridge were ever ſenſible that they 
were ſo near one another, 

If the ſubtle Corpuſcles of Odours cannot 
be admitted thro* the Pores of the Glaſs; 
much leſs will the groſſeſt Particles of the 
Air and Water get Entrance there. And 
therefore a Bottle having been heated and 
filled with well dry'd ard ed Salt; 
and then hermetically ſealed, it was let 
down into a Pit, and there left 4 Fortnight 
in the Water; after which Time it was 
drawn up again, and the Salt found as dry 
and entire, as when it was firſt put into the 
Glaſs, Nevertheleſs, I will not deny, that 
this Experiment having been reiterated ſe- 
veral Times, it once or twice happened 
that ſome Moiſtneſs was perceived oh ons

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Side of the Bottle; which yet does not im- 
port, that the Water penetrated thro? it, for 
then it would have wetted it all over; but 
on'y that the Bottle having not been ſuf- 
ficiently heated, nor the Air ſufficiently ra- 
rifted, the ſaid Air remaining in the Bottle, 
had been condenſed into Water by the Cold- 
neſs of the Hit. 

Theſe Experiments, the Truth of which 
I cannot ſuſpett, as having been made by 
curious Searchers of Nature, perſuade me, 
that the external Agents, as Air, Vapour, 
Exhalations, Water, and the like, which 
produce more etfectually the Corruption and 
Diſſipation of Bodies, cannot operate upon 
uch as are cloſely included in Glaſs. 

But you will fay, that the Corruption of 
Fruits proceeds from an internal Principle, 
viz, from the Fermentation of their Juices, 
which is indeed increaſed by the Action 
of the Air, and the nitrous, watery, and 
other heterogeneous Bodies, which its Cor- 
puſcles contain in their Cavities, but cannot 
altogether ceaſe, tho* you take away tliis 
partial Cauſe. Beſides, the Fermentation 
of ſoft and tender Fruits, as Cherries, Straw- 
berries, Raſberries, Currants, Gooſberries, 
Plums, Fies, Grapes, and the like, is ex- 
traordinary quick, and may be accidentally 
encreaſed in theſe Glaſs Veſſels by the na- 
tural Weight and Preſſure of theſe Fruits, 
which by their Poſition being directed to- 
wards the Bottom of the Glaſs, muſt needs 
bruiſe one another's Skins, mix together, 
and ferment the more violently, as there is 
neither Room nor Paſſage to evaporate. 
This Difficulty feems to overthrow all 
the former Speculations ; however, before 
I give them over for loſt, I ſhall premiſe 
the following Reaſons, Experiments, and 
Conjectures. 1. That when Fruits have 
attained a certain Degree of Ripeneſs, they 
remain for a While in that State, provided 
they be gather'd at that Time, and taken 
away from the Action of the Sun. 2. 
That if they come afterwards to ferment 
and-rot, this proceeds either from their 
mutual Preſſure, or from the Impretſion of 
aerial, nitrous, and watery Corpuſcles. 
z. That if it were not ſo, no Fruits could 
be kept a Week. 4. That in the Southern 
Parts of France they uſe a very eaſy Way 
to preſerve Bunches of Grapes till the very 
Months of April or May ; they cut them 
in fair Weather, and chuſe ſuch as are 
white, thinly ſet, of a competent Maturity, 
and whole Grapes are ſomewhat hig; they 
hang them in a ſhady Place, and ſhelter*d

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extraordinary moiſt, it never, or but very 
ſeldom happens that they rot, but only 
that they inſenftbly dry away, and loſe 
their Tate by Length of Tune.

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From all this it is plain, that the fx. 
mentation of Fruits comes either fron 
their Pretſure one upon another, or from 
the Operation of the Air and Sun; and thy 
Fruits included in a Glaſs hermetic; 
ſealed, and kept in a ſhady and tempera 
Place, will be only expoſed to the firſt th. 
conveniency ; fo that if there could be found 
an Oil without any Smell or Taſte, and the 
Fruits were made to ſwim in it, and both 
included in a Glaſs Veſſel ſtopp'd as before 
this would, methinks, do the Work effec. 
tually ; for ſuch an Oil having no Partide 
thin enough to enter into the Pores d 
Fruits, its groſs and fat Particles would 
ſtop the ſaid Pores, hinder the Ove. 
flowing of the Juices, and confequently 
the Fermentation 

Since I writ this, I have been informet 
by a worthy Gentleman, a great Lover d 
Natural Philoſophy, of a curious Experi. 
ment, which wonderfully confirms my 
Conjecture, wv:z, that he had preſerved Fi 
freſh, having been before cleanſed, in 1 
Glaſs Veſſel filled with Olive Oil, and care. 
fully ſtopt, a whole Year; and that neither 
the Oil, nor the Fiſh, loſt any Thing d 
their Taſte, 

And therefore, to avoid the Trouble & 
ſealing the Glaſs hermetically, or the Dan- 
ger of breaking it in melting its Lips, it 
would perhaps ſuffice to cover the Joining 
of the Lid and Veſſel with ſeveral Laying 
of Clay and Paper between them ; for that 
this is enough to keep out the Air and 
Moiſtneſs, appears by the daily Experience 
of the Chymiſts, who preſerve in long. 
neck*d Bottles, ſtopt that Way, not only 
their Salts and Oils, but even their moſt 
volatile and ſpirituous Liquors,

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If this be the Caſe, the Scenes of Bar- 
Harity and Torture, that are ſo often ex- 
hibited before the Eyes of the People, can 
adminiſter to no other End, than to ex- 
tirpate and extinguiſh, the ſoit and tender 
Paſſions” of the human Heart. For we 

daily ſee, that the ſimple Breathing a Vein, 

y Perſons who haye ſeldom. or never ſeen A 
it before, cannot be born without great 
Anxiety, and ſometimes Fainting. But this 
Abhorrence to the Spilling of human Blood 
is to be extinguiſhed by Cuſtom ; and, by 
that great Bane of Senſe and Nature, the 
moſt bloody Scenes may be made familiar 
to the human Mind ; So that at the laſt, 
we may be brought to behold the Breaking 
of Bones, and Rending of Limbs, without B 
any Remorſe. I cannot ſee how, upon 
any other Principle than this, we can ac- 
count for the publick Stabhings, and pri-

From a ſerious Conſideration on the 
anner of executing "Criminals here and

What other Na- 
tions may do with the Bodies of their Cri- 
minals, when executed, I know uot ; but, 
I hope to prove, to the Satisſaction of 
every judicious Man, that ours are, at pre- 
(ent, very improperly diſpoſed of, D 
A Man, while living, ſhall be reckon'd 
a Nuſance to Society, and a Scandal to 
human Nature ; yet, the Moment his Breath 
is out of his Body, he is of ſo much Worth, 
as to become a Subject of Contention be- 
tween two very ſtrong and oppoſite Par- 
ties.
